TAPOUT LIVES 

TO QUIT DOES NOT EXIST

Getting tattooed is how the close-knit group of employees atTapout dealt with tragedy while at the 
height of success.As the one year anniversary marking the end ofTapout co-founder Charles "Mask" Lewis' 
life approaches in mid-March, many fans, friends and employees of the highly successful MMA clothing com- 
pany have undergone the needle and been tattooed in memory of and as a tribute to Charles Lewis.Those lucky enough 
to have crossed paths with this exceptionally passionate and inspirational person were almost certainly affected to some 
degree by Charles' infectious motivation, his uplifting words of wisdom and his larger than life personality. I found myself 
on more than one occasion at the listening end of one of his "signature" straight-from-the-soul rants. When he would 

go off, he had the motivation of Tony 
Robbins with the intensity of a drill ser- 
geant, and he spoke to you like you were 
the most important person around. 

Among those most deeply affected 
by Charles' untimely and sudden passing 
from a horrific car crash in Newport 
Beach, Calif, were his fellow business 
partners, Tim "Skyskrape" Katz and 
Dan "Punkass" Caldwell. They 
were all best friends and 
together turned Tapout into a 
multimillion dollar company, 
very different from the days 
(over a decade ago) when these 




three Jiu-jitsu fanatics would sell T-shirts out 
of the trunks of their cars at small town fights — when cage 
fighting and MMA was in its infancy. As the trio dedicated their 
lives to promoting MMA and the Tapout name, they all showed 
their passion by accumulating many tattoos over the years, 
each receiving their company's namesake to symbolize the "in 
it for life" attitude they had with their business.With the amaz- 
ing growth of Tapout, especially over the last three or four 
years, many employees had signed on with the company and were equally 
crushed when they heard the news that their friend and charismatic leader 
would no longer be around to share his inspirational quotes and thoughts. 

When Charles' accident occurred, the person sitting in the passenger 
seat was his girlfriend, Lacy White. After being ejected from the red Ferrari 
as it was sheared in half, Lacy severely injured her left elbow, broke three 
vertebrae and broke her hip, along with other injuries. Now one year later, 
and after many surgeries and physical therapy, she is doing well, but is 
stunned that she survived the wreck. "God obviously kept me here for a rea- 
son. I was spared. The reason being so that I can help keep Charles' name 
alive and make sure Tapout continues to go forward and succeed." Lacy says 
that over the past year she has received hundreds of emails from fans with 
pictures of their tattoos in memory of Charles. "It brings tears to my eyes 
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to know that so many people cared about him and want to remember him. To see that he influenced them is 
amazing." Lacy went on to talk about how Walt Disney was one of Charles' idols because all the things he cre- 
ated in his lifetime are still very much alive and strong today. "He wanted his name and his company to live on, 
even after he passed." 

Charles lived his life by one simple code: Believe. To "simply believe" was all one had to do to achieve 
anything they wanted in life. He said this and wrote this every where he wentAnd now, after his 
death, his mantra lives on through the many 
tribute tattoos created in his memory. 

Tapout Executive assistant Leree 
Greenhalgh, who started with Tapout back in 
May 2007, was never into tattoos, but this 
changed the day she learned of the accident. 
"There were three of us that went the night of 
the accident right when we got off of work — 
Jaimie LaSarge, Lynette Bailey and me.We were 
still in shock and disbelief and we just cried and 
shared memories of Charles. Jay Greeley, the 
artist, knew Charles personally." When asked 
about the large number of people getting tat- 
tooed because of Charles, Leree said, "The fact 
that so many people have honored Charles in 
this way really shows how many lives he touched, how many peo- 
ple he influenced, and how many people were affected by his 
death. He was such a unique individual and I know there is not a 
day that goes by that he doesn't cross my mind in one way or 
another." 

Naturally, Tim and Dan soon followed with their own per- 
sonal tributes. PRICK was 
lucky enough to catch 
with Tim 
"Skyskrape" Katz 

and talk to him about his tattoos and his personal journey with them. 
Skrape has always had a lot of tattoos, and for the first time any- 
where discusses the story behind some of them. He also shows 
us his intricate "Mask" tribute rosary tattoo, allowing it to be 
photographed as well. Charles had many quotes and sayings 
that he wrote and shared with his friends and associates — I 
found one that seems to be a good way to finish up. 

Greg Truelove: How did you first get into 
being tattooed and what was your first tattoo 
experience? 

Tim "Skyskrape" Katz: Well, my brother got his first tat- 
too when he was a senior in high school in 1 995.At the time nobody 
had tattoos, just bikers and dudes in prison and shit like that. He got 
a big tattoo of a guy standing there in a trench coat with steel- 
toed boots on. The dude's head, which had a gun held to it, was 
just a skull, and he was standing next to a light pole. I thought... 
My bother is fucking mental. He's fucking crazy. 

From there, he kept getting more tattoos. The 
more he got tattooed, the more he asked me when I was 
going to get one. My brother and I are close, like best friends. I 
look up to him. So I came up with an idea for my first tattoo. 

GT: Okay, so you have that piece on your leg, your 
family tree. Lets go into that. 

TK: At first there was no family tree. With my tattoos, I take fucking 
years to perfect and tweak them. (All except for one.) It was originally going 
to be both legs with both sides of my family mapped out to where each leg, 
front, back and knee cap, would be symmetrical. Like, a grandma and grandpa 
on one knee, an aunt and uncle on the front. I added two cousins and it 
worked out perfectly on both sides. 

But then I thought, Man, that's too much. I don't want to... 
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...tattoo both legs. Eventually I narrowed it down to just my mom, 
my dad, my brother, and then above my mom is my grandfather, 
Robert Brown. He was my mom's dad, so that's one side of the 
family on the front. My brother is in the middle, my dad is on the 
back, and above my dad are his parents and our last name. It 
worked out perfectly with one side of my family on the front and 
the other side of my family on the backThen I made it look like 
a tree with the branches and a bird next to my grandfather. 

GT: And then you've got your dad's 
parents, right? 

TK: Yeah, Jack and Joan are my dad's parents. And then 
Katz is my dad's last name, which is also my last name. 

GT: How do you feel about the correlation of 
combat and MM A fighters to tattoos? Do you think 
the trend is growing? 

TK: Well, with athletes or fighters or whoever you may be, 
it's an expression of who you are.You get to wear what you rep- 
resent on your body. I'm not an artist — I can't draw anything — 
but I'm very artistic in my head, so I'm able to put on my skin what 
I think is cool. Same with fighters, it's not like they're trying to be 
tough guys; you don't get a tattoo these days to look tough. So 
fighters are just expressing themselves through art on their bod- 
ies and it looks cool. I think people just look cooler with tattoos, 
I don't know why. 

GT: Off the top of your head, who are some 
Tapout fighters with notable tattoos? 

TK: Chuck Liddell. He's got a tattoo on his head that 
means, "a place of peace and prosperity." You look at a guy like 
Chuck and you'd never think he'd have a tattoo about peace and 
prosperity.There's some deep shit going on right there. But then, 
on his arm, he has a guy with his arms out to his side. Chuck was 
going to do his whole entire back with that until Dana White said, 
"You can't do that, you've got to fight!" But if fighters get tattoos, 
it's just an expression of who they are. 

GT: Tell me about when you decided to get the 
Tapout logo. Why did you pick your armpit? 

TK: Charles and I had been talking about it. We thought, 
Why would we tattoo Tapout on our bodies? We are Tapout Our life is 
TapoutWe dont need to tattoo it on ourselves. But then Punkass got 
his Tapout tattoo. After a while Charles and I got creative and our 
minds started wandering. Charles actually came up with the armpit 
idea and I was like, "Oh bro, that'd be so badass!" And he didn't 
wanna put it there, he wanted it somewhere visible. He ended up 
getting it halfway on his hand and halfway on his wrist, and it kept 
wearing off. He eventually just covered it with a dragon but left the 
tip of the "T" from Tapout in the palm of his hand. 

For me, my armpit was a perfect spot. I didn't want to 
be running around with it blasted on my neck, that's just not me. 
I knew the armpit would have a lot of shock value because peo- 
ple think it hurt way worse than it did. 

GT: How painful was the armpit? 

TK: Truthfully — and nobody will believe me — but I have a 
video on my phone to prove it! I'm not even flinching, dude. It did- 
n't hurt a single bit. Getting my stomach tattooed didn't even 
bother me. 
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GT: Your sleeve has a lot of detail. What inspired the 
building, and who was the artist? 

TK: The skyscraper building came from the nickname I developed 
about 1 2 years ago, because I'm so tall.Again, it took me three or four years 
of thinking about the different ways I could do itThe original idea was going 
to be one building straight up and down with the lobby area at my wrist. 
The idea changed into a group of buildings going up to my elbow with one 
building standing taller than the rest, kind of symbolizing myself standing in 
a crowd. The jumper at the bottom of my wrist is an actual picture of me 
in a parachuting wind tunnel taken from a clip of our television show in 
which we took a fighter to a wind tunnel. 

Within the tattoo I decided to memorialize some historic buildings 
like the Empire State Building, the World Trade Center and the Chrysler 
Building.Any time you'd see the New York skyline, those are the main build- 
ings you would see. I just added things like the owl on top of one of the tow- 
ers and on the back there's the macaw bird. Those are pictures of statues 
my grandmother had in her house. The guy you see in a window walking 
away is actually a friend of mine, Jeremy Williams, who killed himself a few 
years ago. His silhouette is part of an actual family portrait he had tattooed 
on the inside of his arm. I wanted to have fun with it, too, so I started think- 
ing, What are stupid things people do inside of office buildings? They flash their 
boobs and pull their pants down with their ass against the glass. I really do 
that all the time! 

I'm still not done with that part of my arm yet. I want to add a win- 
dow cleaning scaffold, but with bank robbers with bags of money and ski 
masks, a guy fucking a chick on a table, and a guy climbing the side of the 
building with suction cups. Just stupid shit. 

GT: And who do you have working on that? 

TK: Robert Pessina at Tried and True Tattoo has worked with me on 
the whole thing. 



GT: Everybody at Tapout headquarters got memorial 
tattoos for Charles. Yours is unique with the rosary and one 
of his quotes. Can you tell me what that means to you? 

TK: Remember how I told you all of my tattoos took me years to 
design except for one? That's the one tattoo. The idea came to me about a 
week after the accident. A friend of ours is a movie producer and he had a 
rosary on. I started talking to him about it. Now, Charles wasn't Catholic or 
anything, but he was super religious. He went to church all the time and read 
the Bible every day.The cross part of the tattoo is a duplicate of a cross that 
he gave me that had "Believe" inscribed across itThe only thing I changed was 
the spelling to "B3LI3VE" to match the license plate on his Ferrari and the way 
he would sign things. We like to sign stuff for our fans with inspirational say- 
ings. I put his name and quotes on the front and made his signature the clasp 
of the rosary on my back. My thoughts behind that were that Charles always 
had my front and he's always watching my back. 

I wanted a tattoo that didn't necessarily stand out. I didn't want it 
to be a conversation piece. I wanted it for myself. I wanted to put it some- 
where where every day I'd see it. Get up, take a shower, stand in front of the 
mirror and see it, like a routine.A lot of people have memorial tattoos on their 
backs and shoulders, and to me that didn't make sense. So many people's lives 
were changed and affected by him and so many people owe so much to the 
man. I owe my manhood to him.When I met him I was just a little kid out of 
high school who didn't know anything. He taught me how to be a man. 
Everything I know today I learned from Charles. Even if I never got the tattoo, 
I'd never forget him. I think about him every fucking day. There's not 15 min- 
utes that go by that I don't think about him.What would I be without him? 

"Hopefully, at the end of the day it would be said that I encouraged people to 
encourage. I Encouraged you to believe in yourself way past where you believed you

AN ADVENTURE IN WONDERLAND

ICELAND f RIPPIN 

I landed in Iceland on aThursday and began by getting my back 
piece finished by local Icelandic artist Svannur of Tattoo & Skart 
Tattoo Studio and partying heartily with American artist trans- 
plants Jason June, Thomas Asher, Miss Sophia and Mason Coriell 
who together make up the current roster of Reykjavik Ink. Ossur 
had turned the trip into a full on "PRICK in Iceland" media blitz. 
He had set up a "PRICK LIVE" concert at one of his clubs for 
Friday night that would feature some of Iceland's top acts. 

Friday we did four radio interviews with the bands during the 
morning and evening drive times, promoting the concert and 
generating a huge turn out. (We will be featuring the bands that 
played in the next issue, so stay tuned for that.) 

It is customary to party on the weekends in Iceland and I am 
all about keeping with the local culture.After burning some suc- 
culent Icelandic Christmas trees, roasting some delicious herbal 
chocolates over an open fire and sucking down four shots of 
absinthe at the concert, I was feeling truly like a Viking.

Smutty Smiff may not be a household name but he has rocked onstage along- 
side of some of the biggest names in music. He is currently residing in 
Reykjavik and rocking the local scene there. He also owns a rockabilly- 
themed store called WildCat, his attempt to bring the largely popular style of music 
to Iceland. We did a live interview on one of the radio stations in Iceland the day of 
the PRICK LIVE concert where he vowed to get all of Iceland wearing creepers and lis- 
tening to Johnny Cash. He is a man on a mission. His current band,The 59'ers, is the 
epitome of his vision. 

Chuck Brank: Tell me a little bit about the band and how you 
came to be? 

Smutty Smiff: I found these guys when I moved to Iceland from Los Angeles. I 
wanted to find some young, cool rockabilly guys. I ran into these guys, thought I'd talk 
to them about rockabilly.They happen to be brothers and they grew up in a Baptist 
music background. 

Brothers: Gospel and Blues. 

SS: Their mother's a jazz singer, uncle's a musician.They've been listening to music 
all their lives. And their hair grows out of their head like this. It sort of came together 
rather organically, because we didn't really talk a lot. But when we would talk, they 
said exactly what I wanted them to say. 

CB: Tell me a little about yourself, Smutty? 

SS: I've been playing rockabilly and rock'n' roll since the mid-1970s. I was tat- 
tooed by Bob Roberts and Mark Mahoney when they were doing their first tattoos. 
Bob Roberts was a saxophone player in my band; I met Andy Warhol and...

...was photographed by him; I lived in New York City from 1978 to 1986. 
I've lived in Los Angeles, and I've toured with The Clash,The Pretenders, 
Tina Turner and others. 

Bs: He was a big part of the rockabilly revival. 

SS: I was a big part of the rockabilly revival. I cut The Stray Cats' hair, 
sold them their first standup bass. Just google my name, bro'. 

CB: Tell me a little bit about your tattoos. 

SS: I started out on the tattoo scene in the mid-70s, in England.When 
I was getting tattoos back in the day I was photographed by Rolling Stone. I 
was walking down Sunset [Boulevard] in the mid-70s and there was only 
Gill Montie and Cliff Raven and Bob Roberts, there wasn't anybody else. 
People jumped out of their cars and took pictures of you and screamed 
at you. My whole back is Salvador Dali's "The Ascension of Christ" done 
by Mark Mahoney in 1983. My chest and ribs were done by English Craig. 
More by Bob Roberts, Jonathan Shore. A lot of it is from when Bob was 
studying under Ed Hardy, in the late-70s or early-80s. I don't know if I 
payed for any Bob Roberts' tattoos. 

CB: What's your most recent tattoo? 

SS: I got a bird from Sophia at Reykjavik Ink and I got the whole top 
of my... left hand done by a great artist named Sid in Santa Ana who does 
old school, sort of Sailor Jerry-type stuff.

Every serious artist must wade through countless brands, needle types 
and configurations to find the perfect product that will make his or her 
art come to life. For most, this journey leads to a dead end of disap- 
pointment as they find that, although there is a certain level of value to every nee- 
dle brand and type on the market, something just isn't right. 

A few months ago, in the midst of my never-ending hunt for the ultimate nee- 
dle, I discovered thatTATSoul™ had developed the Envy Needle™. A couple 
weeks later, a rep from TATSoul™ contacted me to ask if I would like samples. 
Given their reputation for fine craftsmanship, innovation and consistency, it was a 
no brainer. I jumped at the offer to participate in their trial run, receiving a kit of 
my most frequently used groupings only a few days later. 

I was impressed from the moment I opened the package when I noticed the 
needle's amazing finish. They had the cleanest construction I'd ever seen and were 
of much better quality than my standard needle. They had some of the cleanest 
soldering I'd seen as well, which makes for amazing ink flow.The needles may have 
long tapers, but are super stiff (due to the 3 1 6L stainless steel) and didn't flex or 
curl. They allowed for the soft shading of a long taper with the fill potential of a 
bullet tip.The extra strength and the superior ink flow caused less trauma to the 
skin, which resulted in a faster healing time. Up close, I could even see that the 
needles made smoother gradients. The experience was so flawless that I almost 
felt like I was writing with a pen. 

Good customer service is hard to find in the tattoo industry, but TATSoul™ 
was more than willing to talk with me about their needles and answer any ques- 
tions. I'd recommend trying these out when you next purchase needles, your art 
and your customers will thank you.
